It is said of most 
people tbat there' urt two sides to 
their lives: the publie dijd the home 
life. The little tilings which- are so 
largely indicative of our cfaaxacters 
arc mostly exhibited in the home. 
As the old saying goes: 'To know 
a person you must ih'c with him." 
Kcsult of Ignorance 
Much of the evil influences of the 
home, ns wcU as of the world, mar 
be put down to tguorance^ Some- 
times Ihc^hcr and husband, be- 
cause he docs not like any disagrce- 
ahJctiess, submits (o imposttire 
whicb in time, in some cases, bor- 
der^ on lo slaveiy, when, if he bad 
asKfted hl& right i& head of the 
iainily, he. would have raised hlm- 
' self Lp such, also bis profession as a 
Chpstisnt^and the people with whom 
he fsfocated. 

lUe. same could be said of some 
movers, and occasionally of chiU. 
dren. 

But evil influence in the home 
sturtcd very earl/ in the history of 
the world, and so badly that there 
'ua<^ murder in the first family {Gen, 
4:8).

FUTURE ELECTRIC SERVICE 

THE universal use of electric 
power is predicted by a writer in 
the "Public Ledger". 

"When wc use nothing but elec- 
trical power for heating as \vell as 
for other purposes," he says, "the 
supply will come through transmis- 
sion Ihies from big central stations 
of mapy million horse power, These 
stations will be located wherever 
power is available, sticlt as at n-aicr- 
falls, coal mincs^ and oil and gas 
wells. This will do aw.iy with the 
wasteful process of liauliiig eoal 
from the mines to tlic relatively 
smalt power houses scattered all 
over the country. 

"It'may he thai at the coal mines, 
instead of taking out tlic coal add 
burning it the way we do now, 
power will be generated in the mine 
itself by setting the coat in the veins 
on fire. No — this is not beyond the 
dream of possibility. It has already 
been seriously proposed by an emin- 
ent English scientist. Startling will 
be the chnnges effected by such a 
supply of eleetrieiiy. Electrical 
power will be used so generally that 
it is very. likely the cost wHI be on 
the bnsis of a tax, like our water 
tax," • •

Instead of two loosely- combined 
groups of producers competing with 
each other for our trade, wc shall 
have to meet a single war^wclded 
combination with a prodigious har- 
gnining power Tlic supplying of all 
the varied needs in dycstufTs of 
every trade is a bigger affair than 
most people conceive. 

Both Britain and France are alive 
to the situation and arc preparing 
to meet the new conditions. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Paris has 
issued an exposition of the plans of 
France to break the nnte-bcltura 
monopoly cnjoi'cd by Germany iu 
dy6, ehemical, and pharmaceutical 
manufacturing, and alter the war to 
fill foreign, as u'clt as doniesiic, 
markets with "Made in France" 
products.

BOOTS FOR NEW ZEALAND 

THE war Iia^ oiiec xnorc opened 
the New Zealand market to 
AniL-rican-niade boots and shoes. 
Previously the British-made articles 
crowded out all otlicra.. not so much 
because iht-ir superiority and ^'Tkc 
attraetivcjtess excelled the Ameri- 
can products, but because the pre- 
ferential tariff tended to. frighten 
.■\mcrican wholesalers out of tbe 
niarkt:t and made local dealers hesi- 
tate to invest ill larec stccki^ of 
goods carried under the higher tar- 
iff. Supplies of these goods arriv- 
ing from England now fall far short 
of filling the demand, and thus the 
Americans have a fine chance of 
Csipioring this market. 

THE DECIMAL SYSTEM 

OF the business men whose 
opinion has been asked re^rd-* 
ing the proposed adoption of ths 
decimal system of coinage in the 
United Kingdom, only five per cent. 
consider that such a Change would 
be advantageous. 

Commercial opinion views more 
favourably, howtver, the substitu- 
tion of the metric s^ystem for the 
present weights and measures, 86 
per cent, voting for its adoption on 
the grounds that it would faciliiatt 
oSicc work a.t home and help to eX' 
tend business relationships abroad. 

DRASTIC LEGISLATION, 

ONE of tbe most drastic piece? o{ 
legislation th'lt has passed as 
American Congress is the trading 
with the enemy Act, which gives the 
President the most sweeping pow- 
ers. He is put in complete control 
of American commerce and trade, 
both as r<<gar(1s imports and c:c- 
ports, and can take over whatever 
enemy property he deems advisable. 
He has also power to censor cable, 
radio, and mail communications of 
every sort passing between the 
, United States and any {oreign 
nation.
